OUR PLEDGE FOR VICTORY 

During the week of May 24-31, a million Victory 
Minute Men will ring the doorbells of all America, to 
ask that every person with income lend his govern¬ 
ment 10 percent of it through regular purchase of 
war bonds and stamps. 

Californians should take a special pride in over¬ 
subscribing this State’s quota oi $40,011,100 lor May. 
California was one of the first States to inaugurate 
the voluntary pledge system of purchasing war bonds, 
and its success here, with thousands of workers al¬ 
ready authorizing deductions from their paychecks for 
the purpose, has had much to do with adoption of the 
plan for national trial. 

It’s the American way— voluntary lending to the 
safest borrower in the world. Uncle Sam, with his 
I.O.U. to show that we have put our dollars to work 
for victory. Meeting of the quota means, of course, the 
sacrifice of many pleasures and comforts. But unless 
the quotas are met voluntarily, they will he met by 
enforced savings later— for the government has got 
to have the money as a loan, whether the loan be 
mad voluntarily or required by law. 

Every individual is responsible for his rightful 
share. For the honor of California, the citizens of 
thinly-populated Trinity county must go over the top 
with their $7000 quota, just as San Franciscans must 
meet their $10,475,800 quota.

First Aid activities at the 
scene of the incident should be
